NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


Laige number B of Vermonters are 


emigrating to the Western States. 


The Democratic nominee for Mayor 


was elected in Baltimore by nearly 6,000 
majority.

THE RAIL- 


ROADS. 


That the people may thoroughly 


understand what was done the last Leg- 
islature upon the railroad question, we 
reprint a nummary of its acts, as heare- 
tofore given to the public. 


First—The passage of a joint resolu- 


tion instructing Senators Jones and 
Sharon to vote for and use all honorable 
means to secure the passage of the Rea- 
gan bill, the then exciting measure. 


Second—Memorializing Congress to 


protect the people of Nevada, and those 
going from or coming to the State 
against discrimination by the Central 
Pacific Railroad in the matter of fares 
and freights, and recommending the 
enactment of the so-called Reagan billas 
an alleviation. One thousand copies ol 
this memorial were ordered printed, 
and sent to the members of Congress. 
and to the various Departments in 
Washington. 


Third—When Senator Sharon pre- 


sented this memorial to the Senate, he 
announced his intention of obeying the 
instructions contained therein, and the 
Legislature 
immediately , telegraphec 


the gratification of that body at his de- 
termination to support the Reagan bill 


Fourth—The idea became general tha 


the Reagan bill was to be smothered b; 
the sub-committee to which it had been 
referred, and the Legislalure passed u 
joint resolution instructing our Senators 
to call for a report from the U. S. Sen 
ate select committee, and to use strenu 
ons endeavors to have the bill placed on 
its final passage. ' 


Fifth—The anti-discrimination prm 


ciple in the Reagan bill being consider 
ed good, the Legislature determined to 
apply it to this State, and the so-called 
Williams discrimination bill, as it now 
stands as a law on our statutes is an 
eiact cofy of the Reagan bill. Th 
main feature in it is the "discrimina 
tiou" portion, and the railroads are now 
compelled to treat all alike. But thi 
bill also requires the posting of sched 
ules, showing the rates charged; and th 
rates can not be changed only upon five 
days notice being given. 


For years there had been on the books 


a statute requiring railroad corapaniei 
to make annual reports, but it neve: 
was complied with, because there wai 
no penalty attached. The law was 
dead letter. This Legislature reenacted 
the law and affixed a penalty of $500 
for each day's negligence after failure to 
report as provided by the law. 


It also passed another act prescrib- 


ing a penalty of $2,000 if any railroad 
, company or its agent should violate o_ 
attempt to violate any of the State laws 
regulating fares and freights on rail 
roads within this State.

ANOTHER MISTAKE. 


The Chronicle says "as the owners of 


the Eureka and Pahsnde Railroad defied 
the law last year, it is not unreasonable 
to suppose that they are still defying 
the law, wh'ch, as we have shown, was 
just as binding last as it is now. 
When the Chronicle man penned the 
above sentence he knew he was writing 
feomething that was not so. The Eu- 
reka and Ptihsade road did refuse to 
irake the annual report required by law, 
and as called for by the statute. The 
Central Pacific did not choose to make 
any. The law called for them, bnt there 
was no penalty provided in case of a re- 
fusal, and hence it was not worth the 
paper it was written on. The Legisla- 
ture determined that all of the railroads 
should make annual reports, and reen- 
acted the old law, and added a provision 
that for failure to report by the day 
named, each and every company should 
pay a penalty of $500 for each day's 
negligence to report after tho time 
named. The railroads will hereafter re- 
port or bo compelled to pay this large 
fine. The sum of $1,500 per day woulc 
not be a bad thing for the State to re- 
ceive for a few months, should the rail- 
roads decline to file the report called 
for. 


-,THE $2,OOO PENALTY. 


Senator Cassidy was the author of 


the Act we publish below, which was 
passed by the last Legislature: 


SECTION I. Any individual, company 


or corporation operating any railroad 
in this State, and every agent of such 
company or corporation, who shall vio- 
late, or attempt to violate, or suffer or 
permit to be done nny act, matter or 
thing in violation of any of the provis- 
ions of any statute of this State, which 
prescribes or regulates the charges which 
may be made and collected by any in- 
dividual, company or corporation oper- 
ating any railroad in. this State for the 
transportation of either persons and 
property, shall be guilty of a misde- 
ineanor, and on conviction thereof shall 
pay a flue of two thousand dollars. 


And yet in the face of this law the 


Virginia Chronicle assert that "there 
was no low passed last Winter -which 
corrected anything in the way of rail 
road tariffs."

Almost a daily visitor to the ^publi- 


can headquarters in the Fifth Avenae 
Hotel is Mr. Thnrlow Weed, the veteran 
journalist and politician, and among 
the party leaders and their aids who 
throng that room not one is more con- 
fident than he of Republican success (in 
New York next month, and throughout 
the whole country in the fall of 1880. 
To a Herald reporter who lately engaged 
his attention Mr. Weed, -with -apparent 
freedom, expressed himself on the men 
and measures of the day. In describ- 
ing the condition of politics in New York 
and particularly in the city, he said he 
could only call it a "muddle," and of 
him who had done more than any one 
else to disturb the political waters he 
spoke in tho following terms: 


'Mr Kelly is a man of courage, and 


he is certainly making a vigorous fight. 
Moreover, he is a man of ability, though 
not in the wire-pulling way— that is, I 
regard him as a bulldog, politically 
speaking, rather than a well trained 
hound. And his better qualities h(v\ i> 
won him many admirers, even muo u 
those who differ from his views. lu 
attacking Tilden over Robinson's shoul- 
ders — he has struck him a fatal blow. 
When he attended the Democratic Con- 
vention he of course knew his own nom- 
ination to be out of the question, but he 
hoped that Chief Justice- Church would 
be the man. Being disappointed, he 
deliberately elected Cornell, for his 
bolt' can have no other result. Even 
in this city I think it impossible that he 
can secure a majority of the Democratic 
vote." 


Turning from the campaign in that 


State to the broader battle field of na- 
tional politics Mr. Weed gate tbe re- 
porter the benefit of his views thereon.

"In regard to the Presidential nomi- 


nations," he said, "there aie two facts 
well established. One is that Tilden 
will not be a powerful candidate. If 
Cornell is elected (as he certainly will 
be) Tilden would fail to get even the 
votes of his own State; and if Robinson 
were re-electtd (as he certainly will not 
be) his (TuVen's) chances in the Dem- 
ocratic Convention would net be materi- 
ally improved. Tho fact is Tildon's 
name does not appear on the slate; ho 
has been 'ciphered' out. On the other 
hand, President Hayes is not to be con 
sidered in the race. His determination 
to serve but one term was too emphatic- 
ally declared to be retracted. As to 
Grant, his nomination, I think, depends 
entirely on the behavior of the Confed- 
erate brigadiers at the ensuring session 
of Congress. Last year they forced 
three bills to a veto, and "in each in- 
stance the President was sustained by 
the people. If they d/> the same thing 
this winter — if they reopen the issues 
of the war — General Grant's renoraiua- 
tion is assured. His tour of the world 
was an excellent thing. It educated 
him, fitted him to rule the nation better 
than he ruled it a few years since, and 
ho is too sincere u patriot to refuse the 
nomination if he should see his services 
were needed. 


"But if, everything goes smoothly in 


Congress there will be no necessity for 
nominating Grant, and the canvabs will 
then be a close one between Blaine and 
Sherman. Conlding is a great man, 
but his reputation isn't national. His 
power dosn't extend beyond New York 
State, and even there he is powerful 
rather than popular. His strength is 
•with politicians, not with the people. 
No one would deny his ability as a 
speaker — that was a great speech he 
made in Brooklyn the other night — but 
hasn't Blaino's reputation in Congress, 
Blaine has many elements of popularity 
and would make a strong Presidential 
candidate. But then, too, Sherman has 
won every heart by his wise adminis- 
tration.
